DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 6-14 and 16-18, drawn to a medicament for the treatment of 
Herpesviridae infections and/or skin tumors that comprises xenogenic oligo- and/or 
polyribo-nucleotides as an active substance 

Group II, claim(s) 15 and 19-20 drawn to methods of treating infections of Herpesviridae 
and/or skin tumors in a subject comprising administering xenogenic oligo- and/or 
polyribo-nucletides. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: According to PCT 
rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when the shared same or corresponding 
technical feature is a contribution over the prior art. The inventions listed in groups I 
and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept because they lack the same or 
corresponding technical feature that makes a contribution over the prior art. The special 
technical feature of group I is the xenogenic oligo- and/or polyribo-nucletides that 
comprise the medicament and that are administered in the method of treatment that is 
the invention of group II. This special technical feature is shown by WO 94/24983 to 
lack novelty or inventive step in that WO 94/24983 discloses a therapeutic composition 
comprising a therapeutically effective amount of a ribozyme (an enzymatic 
polyribonucleotide) effective to treat herpes simplex virus. The ribozyme disclosed in 
WO 94/24983 has complementarity in a substrate binding region to a specified mRNA 
target. Therefore, because the specified mRNA target is a herpes simplex virus, the 
ribozyme comprises xenogenic polyribonucleotides. This is based on the interpretation 
that the nucleotide sequences encoded by herpes simplex virus are xenogenic to the 
organisms that they infect.
